Randall Shelter Emphasizes Rehabilitation

Professional staff specializing in rehabilita¬ 
tion and job preparation and placement have 
been added to the Randall M en's Shelter at 
H alf and I (Eye) St. S.W. 

Only a third of the beds in the shelter are 
now emergency beds for men who will take 
all their belongings with them when they 
leave the shelter in the morning. 

H ot meals each evening are provided by 
D.C. Central Kitchen to any homeless per¬ 
son, many of whom do not stay at the shelter. 


Two thirds of the beds at the shelter are 
for clients who are in the rehabilitation pro¬ 
gram or on the waiting list. They can leave 
their belongings at the shelter during the day. 

U ntil a year or so ago, the shelter's prima¬ 
ry mission was to provide an emergency bed 
and shelter for any homeless man who came 
to the shelter before 7 pm. C atholic C harities 
contracted with the city to provide this ser¬ 
vice At 7 am each morning, the shelter had to 
be cleared of all its clients, and the men were 


required to take all their belongings with 
them when they left. Duringtheday thefacil- 
ity remained empty. Freezing temperatures 
were the single exception to the rule If there 
was the possibility of frostbite or hypother¬ 
mia, the men could remain in the shelter dur¬ 
ing the time of danger. 

There is a major lack of rehabilitation 
programs in the city, and Randall Shelter is 
filling a crucial need. ■
